GENEVA. July 50.—(4) — With 
peace in Africa and possibly the fu- 
ture of the League of Nations 
stake, statesmen of many 
gathered tonight 
traordinary session of the League of 
Nations council. 

Preparations for efforts here to set- 
tle peacefully the Italo-Ethiopian 
quarrel contrasted sharply with ap- 
parent preparations for war. 

Italy sent more troops to join the 
tens of thousands already massed on 
the Eritrean while Ethi- 
opia's field 10,000 strong, 
marched away from Addis Ababa, re- 
portediy en route the front. 

League officials conflict al 
most was sure to develop around the 
council table. 

Italy, they pointed out, 
limit discussion sharply, confining 
the council's procedure reviving 
the Italo-Ethiopian conciliation com- 
mission. Britain, on the other hand, 
desires full investigation of all is- 
gues, and may demand forceful League 
action. Scandinavian states are re- 


perted determined to seek League pro- 
tection for amall siates, such as 
Ethidpia. 

A dispatch from London said the 
British government's program involved 
efforts to bring Benito Mussolini 
accept economic concessions, instead 
of armed conquest, of Ethiopia.

Guest and Waiter in Hotel 
Cocktail Room Testify 


at Detroit Trial. 


DETROIT, July 30.—(#)—Two 
witnesses at the trial of William Lee 
Ferris and his three “party-girl” co- 
defendants for the slaying of Howard 
Carter Dickinson, New York attorney, 
described today the meeting of Dick- 
inson and the defendants. 

The testimony came from Miss 
Kathryn Glass, who dined with other 
members of her family at the Book 
Cadillac hotel the night of June 25 
and Charles Fountain, a waiter in 
the hotel cocktail room. 

Ferris is on trial with Loretta and 
Florence Jackson and Jean Miller be- 
fore a jury in the court of Record- 
er’'s Judge John A. Boyne. 

Miss Glass described seeing Dickin- 
son alone at a table and Ferris and 
two women at another near by. 

She testified that she saw Diekin- 
son walk over to Ferris’ table and 
talk with him. She said drinks were 
ordered but she did not hear the at- 
torney order or see him drink. 

Fountain, the waiter, told the jury 
that Dickinson entered the cocktail 
room about 7:30 p. m. and left about 
9:15 p. m. He said he remembered 
serving Dickinson several times and 
that he never had ordered whisky. 

The trial was recessed at one time 
for a quarter-hour because Loretta 
Jackson collapsed. She was removed 
from the courtroom and treated for 
nervous indigestion, Mrs. Mayme Me- 
Credy, a matron, said.

Dewey, embarking on a two-year in-. 
vestization of organized crime syn-| 
dicates, promised to prosecute “any 
crime in the book,” from malicious 
mischief to murder, if it is found to 
be connected with an organized racket. 

His staff of special investigators 
will not concern themselves with ordi- 
narre routine cases, he said, but will 
concentrate on the depredations of or- 
ganized racketeers. 

Asserting it-ewas his understandinz 
that the policy racket alone was yield- 
ing hetween ten and fifteen million 
dollars a vear. the routhful former | 
United States attorney said: * 

“With such a war chest, organized 
crime has the means of corrupting 
public officials and buying immunity 
from punishment. This flight of rev-| 
enue to the criminal underworld must 
be stopped and.that is one of the ob- 
jects of this investigation.” 

Dewey recalled how he was appoint- 
ed special prosecutor, at the requ-st 
of Governor Herbert H. Lehman, as 
a result of the futile efforts of a 
“runaway grand jury to determine 
whether there was any alliance bhe- 
tween politicians and the underworld.

Kirby, of Jackson, opposed the 
measure, declaring “We make police- 
men testify. why not newspapermen? 
I think this bill will turn newspaper- 
men into policemen.” 

McDermott, of Mobile, joined Kirby 
in fighting the measure and said, 
“You ask us to give newspapermen 
the same protection now afforded doc- 
tors and lawyers. But when doctors 
or lawyers learn anything, they keep 
it in confidence to protect their pa- 
tient or client. When newspapermen 
learn anything, they don’t give to the 

olice, they give it to the public, and 

don’t see why they should be pro- 
tected.” 

The senate today passed two bills 
to license and regulate the sale of pis- 
tols and machine guns, and after a bit- 
ter floor fight voted 17 to 14 in favor 
of the Walton anti-rabies bill provid- 
ing for compulsory inoculation of all 
dogs. 

The house, meanwhile, passed a bill 
to establish civil service for all city 
and county jobs in Jefferson (Birming- 
ham) county, and gave its approval to 
a measure permitting counties to in- 
stall voting machines.

Fur- 
thermore, you may expect some quiet efforts from the executive side to 
block a senate inquiry on the ground that it would endanger an already 
Strained situation. At least this is the present view, subject to change. 

It will be denied now but there is valid cause to believe that the 
State Department and the German embassy here have been co-operating 
in an apparently intelligent way to prevent the situation from getting 
out of hand.

Out where the tall corn grows and 
men are pretty much the same type of 
animals that men are everywhere, 
there is a sad situation in one fam- 
ily, to wit and as follows: 

“My mother-in-law is supposed to 
have cancer of the gums. It started 
from a small growth on one side of 
the gum around a jagged decayed 
tooth which she refused to have fill- 
ed or extracted . . .” 

There is the first sermon for you 
ignorant ones. Even if it be only a 
question of comfort it always pays to 
have a bad tooth, a cavity, properly 
treated—either filled, if your dentist 


thinks filling advisable, or the tooth 
extracted if he deems it damaged be- 
yond reasonable hope of repair. And 
here a word is due the dentist, the 
good, reputable, reliable dentist, You 
never find him working in a “parlor” 
or any such quack set-up. A dentist, 
you know, practices on virtually the 
same basis and principles of ethics as 
the physician does. So if the dentist 
is good he practices under his own 
name, .nd his satisfied patients see to 
it that he is kept busy taking care of 
their friends. On the other hand, if 
the dentist is not so good, he can, like 
any ordinary medical charlatan, or 
o into a huddle with him- 
self or a gang of his own stripe, and 
set up as a “clinic,” “parlor,” “special- 
ists’ offices” or some such ir personal 
name which so readily impresses the 
ignorant customer, I’m wrong 
about this in any instance, I'll be 
happy to make due apology and 
amends—but I'm pretty darn sure 
that will not be required.
